“But,” he added, “I know you 
realize the importance of not try- 
ing to get industries by the route 
of cheap labor for industrial 
workers. 

“Cheap wages mean low buying 
power. Low buying power means 
low standards of living, and that 
means low taxable values; and 
therefore, a difficulty in maintain- 
ing good schools, good highways, 
Sanitation and other 
provements.” 

Linked to Conference. 

The chief executive's statement 
followed up his successful fight 
for the enactment of wage-hour 
legislation. It had added signifi- 
aance because of a recent Wash- 
‘ington conference of southern 
leaders on economic problems of 
the south. The conference was 
arranged by the President.

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CHEAPER ELECTRICITY 

It has been announced from time to time, 
by those in position to know what they are 
talking about, that electricity can be generated 
more cheaply by steam than by expensive hy- 
droelectric development. It is admitted it has 
not always been this way. But due to compara- 
tively recent improvements in methods of ex- 
tracting energy from coal, it has become a 
generally recognized fact. And not only is the 
steam plant method of production cheaper, but 
it employs more labor. Coal must be mined. 
Mining creates jobs. Coal must be shipped. 
Shipping means carloadings. Carloadings mean 
jobs for rail workers. Hydroelectric develop- 
ment, on the other hand, calls for enormous 
capital investment and, once completed, re- 
duces, instead of increases. the number of work- 
ers per unit of power. 

It is now stated that electric energy can be 
extracted from coal without steam. This was 
brought out last week by M. W. Smith, chief 
engineer of Westinghouse, in an address before 
the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. A number of patents have already 
been filed in the United States patent office 
on practical devices for generating “extraordi-

AUSTRALIA, LIKE THE SOUTH, MUST LIVE 


Although the recent prediction that clothes 
woven from natural wool would soon become a 
luxury might have been stretching it a bit, 
nevertheless, Australian exporters are not 
asleep to the possibility that markets for their 
wool might actually shrink, or disappear. Pre- 
dominantly agricultural, Australia realizes that 
to continue to sell its products abroad, manu- 
factured goods must be imported—to all intents 
and purposes taken in exchange—from coun- 
tries buying these products. 

With this thought to the forefront, a new 
trade agreement has been completed with the 
Japanese. Japan, despite the recent furore over 
alleged ability to get along on synthetic wools, 
agreed to take 400,000 bales of Australian wool 
during the coming season. But, it should be 
noted, should Japan allow her imports to fall 
below two-thirds of the agreed amount, Aus- 
tralia will also immediately reduce her im- 
ports of Japanese goods in corresponding ratio. 
Both nations have thus taken the realistic view 
of the matter. Both are faced with the ne- 
cessity of selling their products abroad to main- 
tain their economic equilibrium. But to sell 
abroad they must also buy abroad. 

Australia’s careful insistence on a balanced 
trade with Japan has been largely forced by a 
66 per cent declirie in her favorable trade bal- 
ance during the first eight months of the fiscal 
year. Necessarily having to import factory 
goods—only 7.3: per cent of her population are 
engaged in manufacturing—she is constantly 
seeking new markets abroad for her farm 
products. She is now asking for concessions in 
United Kingdom markets, such as have been 
given some American products through the 
Anglo-American trade agreement. This would 
mean concessions for her wool in the United 
States. 

It is being realized more and more through- 
out the world that “buy-at-home” movements, 
along lines often advocated in America, are 
actually more damaging than beneficial to a 
nation’s economy. This is particularly true in 
the southern section of the United States. 
Australia, like the south, is agricultural. She 
must find markets for farm products or she 
will have no money, or exchange, to pay for 
the needed finished goods which she does not 
manufacture. 

But, unlike the south, Australia can strike 
a bargain with a foreign nation—exchange her 
wool for needed manufactured articles—un- 
hampered by an industrial strait-jacket. Imag- 
ine, if possible, the reaction which would follow 
a southern agreement to take foreign manufac- 
tured goods in exchange for 1,000,000 bales of 
southern cotton! Yet, how else can any foreign 
nation pay for southern cotton?

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One fateful morning in March, Richard Whitney stood in the | 


office of the president of the New York Stock Exchange to make 
the last brazen gesture of his career. It had been his office through 
many proud years, but now another man named Gay sat in the seat 
of power, 

Whitney’s crimes were known. Ruined by foolish speculation, 
and desperately sending good money after bad in a vain effort to 
save himself, he had stolen everything entrusted to his care, in- 
cluding the property of his wife and closest friends, and lied to his 
brother to obtain a million-dollar “loan.” ‘ 


Yet his icy arrogance was undisturbed. His hands were steady 
and his voice was calm as he said to Gay: “After all, I am Richard 
Whitney. Im the public mind, I am the stock exchange. If my 
reputation is ruined, the stock exchange will have no reputation. 
You can’t afford to let me go down.” 

A common thief and liar, loathed and despised by the poorest 
of honest men, he still saw himself as a man of superior clay, above 
the rules by which the common are judged. 

Thus he revealed the peculiar mental attitude, the perversion 
of logic, the misconception and misunderstanding of values, the 
perverse and arrogant disregard of fact, that makes the conceited 
progeny of privilege a menace instead of a high example. 

“After all, I am Richard Whitney!” It might have been a proud 
boast if his keen mind had not been warped by vanity. 

When ruin closed in upon him and he was forced to choose 

between comparative poverty and dishonor, he might have said: 
“After all, I am Richard Whitney, scion of a proud and superior 
breed; product of Groton and Harvard; the symbol and very per- 
sonification of integrity. It is unthinkable that such as I should 
stoop to dishonor.” 
__ But he didn’t understand. Some mental twist, perhaps estab- 
lished in boyhood, made him regard the imitation as genuine. He 
was like the small boy who strikes the piano key hit or miss and 
thinks he is playing as mother does because he goes through the 
motions. He thought he was a gentleman.

What would seem, at first blush, to be great 


Coal-burning generating plants operate now 
by producing steam power in a steam turbine 
which, in turn, drives the rotor of a dynamo. 
The new process, an invention of the German, 
Reinhold Rudenberg, according to Smith, calls 
for burning coal to boil mercury, the vapor of 
which is allowed to escape through small open- 
ings into low pressure chambers. This mercury 
gas contains countless billions of minute 
charges of positive and negative electricity. 
These would be greatly increased by subjecting 
the vapor stream to special light ray treatment. 
The current would be intercepted by “electric 
plates.” The gas ultimately would pass into a 
condenser, where it would again be changed 
into liquid mercury and returned to the boiler. 
Almost any kind of vapor could be utilized, it is 
claimed. Mercury is merely specified as a good 
example. 

It is not to be presumed, of course, that this 
new process will, overnight, render obsolete all 
the present generating equipment in the nation. 
It is merely cited as another indication that the 
practical trend is away from hydroelectric de- 
velopment. As stated, present practical meth- 
ods of extracting energy from coal, according to 
engineering authority, have rendered obsolete 
the politically touted hydroelectric projects 
from a power angle. Yet the United States gov- 
ernment is spending, and planning to spend, 
additional hundreds of millions of dollars on 
such projects throughout the country. 

Seemingly the time has arrived when the 
people of the nation should make up their 
minds whether or not they want the country 
divided into vast “electric provinces” merely 
to tickle the fancy of impractical politicians 
with extreme views as to the benefits to be had. 
It is time to face facts. But it will be particu- 
larly difficult this year for the reason that no 
source has been more prolific in furnishing po- 
litical materia] than the old power bogey. But 
is the nation to wait until project after project 
has been completed before finding out that the 
whole system, from one end of the nation to 
the other, is out-moded? 

It may seem momentarily advantageous to a 
state or community to secure $100,000,000 or so 
for hydroelectric development, even when it is 
known the money is to be spent where it will 
do the most good during an election year. The 
mere fact the money is to be spent anyway 
makes it difficult to refuse. But the important 
question is not whether some favorite politician 
is to be sent to Washington for the next session 
of congress; not whether the money is to be 
spent anyway, “so let’s get ours,” but whether 
it is honest, whether it is sensible to continue 
these hand-outs when it is known that such 
projects are obsolete even before the ground for 
their construction has been broken.

news for labor has just come out of Germany. 
There are more jobs than there are workers to 
fill them. In 1933 there were 12,300,000 people 
at work and 7,000,000 unemployed. Today, if 
Hitler’s figures don’t lie, 20,500,000 have jobs, 
while only 338,000 are out of work. A quick 
conclusion would lead to the belief Germany 
has become the modern workers’ Utopia. 
This “incomparable achievement,” however, 
has been attained by methods scarcely to be 
approved by the majority of American labor. 
For one thing, women workers have been re- 
placed by men. For another, compulsory labor 


camps have been established, where young men | 


are forced to “serve” six months before entér- 
ing upon two years’ service in the army. The 
vast rearmament and building program, plus 
the growth of bureaucracy necessary to totali- 
tarianism, has created an artificial and tempo- 
rary demand for workers. 

With such a narrow margin of “unemploy- 
ment,” with uncounted numbers of skilled and 
unskilled workers famishing in concentration 
camps, naturally a labor shortage exists. And 
the effectiveness of the new four-year plan, 
calling for construction of iron works, cheap 
automobiles and the rebuilding of cities like 
Berlin and Munich, has become endangered. 
So Field Marshal Hermann Goering, four-year 
plan commissioner, has decreed conscription 
of labor! 

As of July 1, all “state members,” including, 
of course, members of the hated minorities, are 
subject to assignment to jobs of any kind at 
any point which suits the fancy of the vast 
army of lieutenants who will have charge of 
whipping labor into line. Disfranchised Jews 
will thus be forced to help maintain the instru- 
ment of their own persecution. “Private life,” 
says a Goering-owned newspaper, “cannot be 
allowed to carry on to the disadvantage of 
important state economy!” In furtherance of 
the idea, the marshal has ordered labor offi- 
cials to fix maximum, not minimum, wages 
for work of all kinds, effectively putting a stop 
to rising wages resulting from the scarcity of 
workers. 

American labor, many leaders of which seem 
so eager for a similar planned economy in the 
United States, should ponder well the situation 
in Germany—thankful for the opportunity to 
profit by the experience of others, rather than 
having to go through the mire of it themselves 
to disprove a false, albeit popular, theory.

Here and there, in the country and 
in the city, a burn, a fall or some 
other unhappy event brings death. 
Usually it happens to only one 
person at a time. There may be 
an item in the local paper, but 
that is all—unless the accident has 
happened to some famous man, 
woman or child. 

If newspapers gathered facts 
about all home accidents on our 
continent, and added them to- 
gether, we might have headlines 
like this: “77 Persons Die in 
Home Accidents” or “144 Persons 
Die in Home Accidents.” 

Judging by records of past years, 
about 2,100 men, women and chil- 
dren have died in home accidents 
in the United States and Canada 
since that railway accident in

They 
pulled pans or kettles of boiling 
water on themselves from a stove. 
They tugged at a tablecloth and 
brought down a coffee pot. They 
played with matches, or did some- 
thing else to cause a fire. 

Little ones suffer most 0o | 
but boys and girls of all ages, a 
men and women, die from burns” 
and scalds. Here are a few safe- 
ty rules I hope you will remem- 
ber: 9 

All boiling of food or water 
should be done on the back of 
the stove. 

Never place a bucket or tub of 
hot water on the floor where any- 
one would be likely to stumble 
against it. 

/ Never leave a pot of hot coffee, 
tea or cocoa where a tot mighf 
pull it down upon himself. 

The safest home matches are 
safety matches in small oblong 
boxes, with no easy way of light- 
ing them except on a side of the 
box. Gnawing mice or rats cane 
not ignite such matches. 

Never use kerosene or gasoline 
to start a fire! 

Never keep oily rags around the 
house. Destroy them.

Cotton loans are mandatory un- 
der the new farm law when the 
August 1 price of cotton is 52 per 
cent or less than what congress 
has declared to be a “fair” price. 
Such a price now is about 16 cents 
a pound. Thus the price which 
would require loans would be 
about 8.32 cents a pound or less.

NEW YORK, July 10.—One of 
the reasons why so many people 
missed the turn in the stock mar- 
ket and in business is that, in com- 
mon with one of the leading motor 
car manufacturers, they were 
looking for a return fo a level 
“approximately equivalent” to the 
volume of 1932. 

The steel industry, by dropping 
below the 20 per cent level of 
operations last December, had 
come within striking distance of 
1932 levels, and it was reasoned 
that other activities might take the 
same course.
